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Historic Flags 
To Fly 


As part of the commemoration of the Bicentennial, the City 
will fly thirteen historic flags in the median strip of Southway 
Road on national holidays and other special occasions. Presi¬ 
dents’ Day, Monday, February 16, will be the first occasion for 
flying these flags, which will be permanently attached to poles 
that will be installed and removed on each occasion. The poles 
will be mounted into permanent sleeves. 

Descriptions of the flags to be flag flown at the front of a ship) 


flown follow. The first United 
States flag, commonly called the 
Betsy Ross Flag has 13 stars in a 
circle and 13 red and white stripes. 
The Star Spangled Banner was 
flown during the War of 1812 over 
Fort McHenry in Baltimore when 
that city was bombarded by the 
British. Francis Scott Key watched 
and wrote the words to the Na¬ 
tional Anthem. 

Bedford Flag, the oldest known 
flag in the United States, was car¬ 
ried by Minutemen at Concord 
Bridge on April 19, 1775. It depicts 
the arm of a knight in armor hold¬ 
ing a sword and the motto “Con¬ 
quer or Die” on a gold ribbon, all 
on a red field. Bunker Hill Flag, 
flown at the Battle of Bunker Hill, 
has a pine tree on a white field on 
one corner of the otherwise red 
flag. 

Washington’s Cruisers Flag car¬ 
ries the motto “An Appeal to Hea¬ 
ven” and a pine tree on a white 
field. This flag was flown by the 
Massachusetts Navy. Grand Union 
Flag, also called the Continental 
Colors, served from Januarj', 1776 
until June 14, 1777 when the first 
Stars and Stripes was adopted. 
This flag was a modified British 
Red Ensign, modified by adding a 
white stripe to the red field. The 
British Union Jack in the canton 
(upper corner) symbolized that the 
colonists were still not demanding 
independence. 

Bennington Flag, the first stars 
and stripes used by an American 
Army, flew over the Battle of Ben¬ 
nington, Vermont on August 16, 
1777. Its canton consists of two 
isolated stars and 11 stars in a 
semi-circle with the number “76” 
in the center on a blue field. 

Moultrie Flag shows a white 
crescent with the word “Liberty” 
inscribed on it on a blue field and 
was flown by South Carolina troops 
at the Battle of Fort Moultrie in 
June, 1776. The South Carolina 
state flag is modified version of 
this flag. 

Gadsden Flag with a coiled rattle¬ 
snake and the words “Don’t Tread 
on Me” on a yellow field was the 
flag of Commoder Esek Hopkins of 
Rhode Island, the first man to be 
Commander in Chief of the Ameri¬ 
can Navy. 

First Continental Regiment Flag, 
the banner of the First Continen¬ 
tal Regiment was flown at Cam¬ 
bridge, Massachusetts in the sum¬ 
mer of 1775 and was carried through 
the war until the British surren¬ 
dered at the battle of Yorktown. 
The center design shows a colonial 
soldier throwing a net over a lion 
with a Latin motto on a ribbon 
below meaning “I Refuse To Be 
Dominated.” 

John Paul Jones sailed under the 
First Navy Jack (a jack is a small 


which has 7 white and 6 red stripes 
with a rattlesnake and “Don’t 
tread on me” superimposed. 

Rhode Island Regiment Flag was 
carried by the Second Rhode Is¬ 
land Regiment in the Continental 
Army. The white field with the 
anchor and the motto ‘Hope” were 
recognized Rhode Island emblems. 
A blue canton with 13 gold stars 
represented the United States, 
Bicentennial Flag, the official em¬ 
blem of the Bicentennial, consists 
of the American Revolution Bicen¬ 
tennial symbol on a white field. The 
Bicentennial flag is also flown on 
the standard at the Municipal Buil¬ 
ding. 

County Council Considers 
Greenbelt METRO Line 

The Greenbelt recommended 
route for a METRO subway line 
to terminate at a station near 
Greenbelt Rd, and the B & O rail¬ 
road tracks is getting short shrift 
by groups considering the route 
for the “E” fine. 

At last week’s county council 
work session, the Washington Me¬ 
tropolitan Area Transportation Au¬ 
thority (WMATA) recommended a 
route running from Prince Georges 
Plaza past the University of Mary¬ 
land and terminating at the 1-95- 
Beltway interchange. 

This alignment would have the 
subway traveling underground from 
its entrance into the county near 
Chillum It would continue under¬ 
ground past the Prince George’s 
Plaza Station, up Adelphi Road, to 
a station near the University of 
Maryland. Surface tracks would 
primarily run from the university’s 
station up University Blvd. to Met- 
zerott Rd., then in a winding curve 
out to a station at the interchange. 
There would be a storage and clean¬ 
ing yard just outside the beltway 
to the east of 1-95. 

This route, it was admitted, would 
cost $117 million more than the or¬ 
iginal Adopted Region System 
(ARS) alignment which called for 
the subway to run along Queens 
Chapel Road to the east side of 
College Park and then parallel the 
B & O tracks north to Greenbelt 
Rd. 

The council was also told that the 
composition of the soil along Adel¬ 
phi Rd. is such that the WMATA 
staff recommends a “cut and cover” 
tunneling process. “Cut and cover” 
is a WMATA term for digging a 
trench, constructing subway passa¬ 
ges, and then returning the earth. 

County executive Winfield M. 
Kelly recommended that the “E” 
system should be continued into 
the county with stations at the Pla¬ 
za and in West Hyattsville. He ad¬ 
ded that he thought the alignment 
should be continued out to College 
Park and the Beltway.

Devlin Urges New Method 
Of Choosing School Board 

Delegate Gerard F. Devlin (D- 
PG> last week urged Prince 
Georges House Delegation Chair¬ 
man Frederick C. Rummage to es¬ 
tablish a committee to hold public 
hearings during the summer of 
1976 and to recommend legislation 
changing the method of choosing 
Prince Georges County School 
Board members. At present mem¬ 
bers of the nine member body are 
chosen from single member districts 
and run in non-partisan elections. 

“I favor the retention of the non¬ 
partisan principle but I am unal¬ 
terably opposed to electing school 
board members from wards,” Dev¬ 
lin said. ‘This system has led to 
a public scandal where major poli¬ 
cy decisions are being reached on 
the basis of barter and trade. 
School board members seem forced 
to consider decisions not on the 
basis for all the children in the 
system but on the narrow basis of 
whether a proposed policy is “good 
for my district.’ This is just 
plain wrong.” 

Devlin said there are several al¬ 
ternatives to tiie present system. 
Among these he listed: returning 
to the appointive system with ap¬ 
pointment either by the governor 
or county executive; election on an 
at-large basis; electing some mem¬ 
bers from the entire county and 
some from smaller districts. 

The 'Bowie freshman Democrat 
said citizens in Bowie and Green¬ 
belt, which he represents, are out¬ 
raged by the School Board’s actions 
in assigning pupils to the new 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School and 
in considering busing students 
from the overcrowded Bowie High 
School. “These issues are being 
clouded by narrow political consi¬ 
derations and not the well being 
of the children. Sound educational 
policy is taking second place to 
political and constituency concerns. 
It isn’t entirely the fault of the 
individual members of the board. 
There are several members of that 
body whom I consider to be out¬ 
standing. It is the system which 
narrows their focus.” 

Devlin said that he hoped that 
whatever decision the county dele¬ 
gation reached would be based up¬ 
on a broad citizen consensus with 
input from all elements of the 
community.

City Officials Interact 
At Two-Day Retreat 

Members of the city council and city staff returned to Green¬ 
belt on Saturday afternoon, January 24, expressing satisfaction 
with the two day retreat held at Cacapon State Park, West Vir¬ 
ginia and indicating surprise as to how fatiguing the work of the 
previous two days had been. It was the first time that the city 
council and city staff had ever sat down together as a group to 
consider the problems of the city and to. talk with each other 
rather than at each other. 


Not only was the retreat a first 
for the city, but a first for Mary¬ 
land and one of a very few that 
have taken place in the country. 
Although the participation of com¬ 
bined council and staff in a retreat 
is unique, the conducting of re¬ 
treats for high level employees of 
both government agencies and pri¬ 
vate business is extensively used 
for developing more effective team 
work and organizational develop¬ 
ment. 

The purpose of the retreat is to 
take the selected individuals of an 
organization away from their nor¬ 
mal environment, the every day 
pressures of their jobs and families. 

School Board Will Try 
To Beach decision 

The Prince Georges Board of 
Education is expected to make a 
decision on the concept of the 
Eleanor Roosevelt Senior High 
School tonight, February 12, in 
the board meeting room, Upper 
Marlboro. 

At the close of the last meeting 
on January 29 board member Kath¬ 
leen Barker had moved to accept 
the superintendent’s modified plan 
and board member Norman Saun¬ 
ders tried futily to introduce a 
new proposal. 

The superintendent's plan would 
provide for a modified combined 
comprehensive school/technology 
center. The comprehensive school 
would have a capacity of 1200 stu¬ 
dents with definite boundaries in¬ 
cluding Greenbelt. The technology 
center would have a capacity of 
900 and enrollment would be volun¬ 
tary. 

Saunders’ proposal would (1) 
have Roosevelt open as a compre¬ 
hensive school with boundaries 
recommended by the superinten¬ 
dent with the “exception of Bowie 
proper”. (2) allow for the pairing 
of DuVal and Roosevelt school if 
required, (3) renovate Fairmont 
Heights senior high school and (4) 
keep Bowie students in Bowie. 
Saunders said he would try again 
today to introduce his proposal. 

In the meantime the Greenbelt 
city council embarked on a letter¬ 
writing campaign to elected State 
and county officials and appropriate 
public agencies advising them of 
Greenbelt’s concern over the im¬ 
passe that has developed and re¬ 
questing their intervention in the 
matter. 

Over 50 letters, signed by all five 
councilmen, were mailed out ex¬ 
pressing strong support for the 
September 1976 opening of Roose¬ 
velt as a comprehensive school with 
fixed pupil attendance areas includ¬ 
ing Greenbelt. Council deplored 
the stalemate that has developed 
on the school board over the pro¬ 
posals for open enrollment and 
converting the school into a com¬ 
bined comprehensive/technology 
center. 

Recipients of the letters included 
Governor Marvin Mandel, Secre¬ 
tary Fred Wineland, Congresswo¬ 
men Gladvs Spellman and Mariorie 
Holt, members of the Maryland 
State Senate and State Delegation 
from Prince Georges County. Coun¬ 
ty Executive Winfield Kelly and the 
County Council. 


In a comfortable, bul simple set¬ 
ting free of distractions the parti¬ 
cipants work as a group to explore 
and resolve the problems and ob¬ 
jectives of the organization. 

Greenbelt received the enthusias¬ 
tic support of the Maryland De¬ 
partment of Economic and Com¬ 
munity Development. The Com¬ 
munity Development Administra¬ 
tion, which administers Federal 
Intergovernmental Personnel Act 
funds approved a $725 grant to 
cover the expenses of the retreat 
other than transportation. In ad¬ 
dition, Fred Arend, Training and 
Organizational Development Coor¬ 
dinator for the Administration, 
served as facilitator for the retreat. 
The facilitator’s job is to guide 
the group in its team decision ma¬ 
king activities and to serve as an 
observer and a coordinator. 

Eleven city officials attended the 
retreat: Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, 

Councilmen Richard Castaldi, 
Charles Schwan and Thomas 
White, City Manager James Giese, 
Assistant City Manager Dennis 
Piendak, Public Works Director 
Albert Attick, Police Chief Wil¬ 
liam Lane, Recreation Director 
Harry Irving, Greenbelt CARES 
Director Les Schiller and City 
Clerk Gudrun Mills. 

The objectives of the retreat were 
to undertake team building and 
to establish goals for the city. It 
was recognized, however, that these 
objectives require a great deal of 
time and effort and that the two 
days allotted could only be a start 
of the process. 

The retreat began with a work 
session on Thursdav evening, con- 
t ; nued all day Friday including 
that evening, except for meal 
breaks, and ended Saturday noon 
following a morning session. It 
was felt that this was the maxi¬ 
mum amount of time that could 
be scheduled since councilmen 
were being asked to take more 
than a day off from their regular 
jobs and all participants were be¬ 
ing asked to give up two evenings 
and the greater part of a Saturday 
from their homes and families. 

During the time a variety of 
group tasks were undertaken. 
Some were for the purpose of de¬ 
veloping greater information about 
the participants. One particularly 
useful task brought forth how 
council perceived the staff and 
how staff perceived the council. 
Points of friction were noted and 
discussed. It was also noted that 
there exists a relatively high de¬ 
gree of respect between the two 
groups. 

The rest of time was spent anal¬ 
yzing the city. The strengths, 
weaknesses, problems and concerns 
were listed. From these lists ten 
problem areas were identified and 
the order of their importance to 
the group was established. In 
order, they are: 

1. Lack of goals and continuing 
planning process. 2. Present and 
future needs. 3, Resources - Fi¬ 
nancial and otherwise. 4. Inter¬ 
governmental relations - County, 
State, Federal Government, other 
cities, etc. 5. Improving govern¬ 
mental performance (team work- 
productivity). 6. Communications. 
7. Physical barriers (super high¬ 
ways) dividing th e city into seg¬ 
ments. 8. Citizen apathy. 9. Main¬ 
taining the city identity in a major 
metropolitan area.

It has been almost 2 months since 
approximately 700 residents reques¬ 
ted council to hold a referendum 
on the Public Housing Project. 
Surely in that length of time, our 
officials should be in a position to 
say YES or NO. After all, this 
project has been “more or less” on 
the agenda for over a year before 
the petition was presented. 

To aid council, more facts - In 
a 3 March 1971 article in the News 
Review, the city manager was 
reported to state (re the housing) 
“The Ridge Rd. site, purchased 
with the assistance of open-space 
funds (Federal) has restrictions as 
to use. The city would have to 
repay the Federal share or ac¬ 
quire additional parkland compar¬ 
able to it, at the City's expense.” 

Use of the Ridge Rd. or Hamilton 
Pi. site would involve zoning 
changes. This area is currently 
zoned for townhouses, would have 
to be rezoned for a density of a- 
bout 21 units per acre (High Rise). 
This would change the character 
of that area and could be used in 
support of rezoning other land in 
the vicinity. 

Is this possibly the first step to 
having GHI property rezoned to 
permit apartment buildings to re¬ 
place the frame homes? ... To 
date, the Corp. has repurchased 
approximately 27 homes. Is this 
the beginning? In anticipation of 
the rezoning? Consider it very 
carefully.

End To Rent Controls 

Pointing to a high vacancy rate 
in county apartment complexes, 10 
County Council members rejected 
upon introduction legislation to 
continue rent controls for a fourth 
year. The present rent controls of 
six percent plus pass-throughs 
ends Feb. 28. Prince Georges land¬ 
lords have been operating under 
county-imposed rent control since 
1973 when skyrocketing inflation 
drastically boosted rentals. 

The Landlord-Tenant Commis¬ 
sion earlier this month voted to 
end rent controls. Last year’s 
measure decontrolled the rents of 
apartments as they became vacant. 
Council determined natural eco¬ 
nomic forces will keep a lid on 
rental prices because of the high 
vacancy rate across Prince Georges.

“The Postmaster General wants 
us to cut postal expenditures as 
close to the bone as possible,” Post¬ 
master Emory A. Harman told a 
gathering of the Greenbelt Lions 
at a recent meeting. 

He said that even with the rate 
increase in December, the Postal 
Service's finances for the present 
fiscal year are in a perilous state. 
Therefore, the Postal Service has 
launched a series of cost reduction 
moves that include: (1) a program 
to equalize the work load of letter 
carriers. (2) a strict limitation on 
outside hiring to fill job vacancies; 
(3) a lid on all but most essential 
overtime work; (4) transfer of ex¬ 
cess employees to post offices where 
they can be used more efficiently; 
(5) possible closing of small post 
offices that are uneconomical to 
operate.
